MANY DEMOCRATS AT SYRACUSE 


Erie County Men First To Arrive—Hill 
and ‘Croker There. 

Syracuse, N. Y., September 26.—Many of 
the 450 delegates to the democratic state 
convention on Wednesday are here tonight. 
Each candidate for a place upon the state 
ticket is well represented. Among the first 
upon the ground was the Erie county dele- 
gation and the gubernatorial boom of 
Justice Robert C, Titus was among the 
earliest to be launched here. Mayor James 
K. McGuire's friends are naturally numer- 
ous and enthusiastic in his home town. 


Judge Titus will not appear personally in 
the convention, but members of the Erie 
county delegation now here claim for him 
the solid delegation. 

All the Tammany delegation have not 
arrived, but there are a sufficient number 
here to Keep the talk of Mayor Van Wyck’s 
candidacy before the public. His chances, 
however, received a setback tonight when 
members of the Erie county delegation an- 
nounced that Mr. Croker had stated to 
them that the cdndidafe for governor 
would not be named from territory south of 
Albany. 

Mr. Croker has stated from the beginning 
that Tammany hall had not, and would 
not, have a candidate for a position on the 
state ticket. These assertions have given 
renewed hope to the friends of the candi- 
dates from up the state, and the canvass 
is being prosecuted with vigor tonight. 

. The first gubernatorial candidaie to ar- 
rive ‘here was Congressman William Sulzer. 
The next to arrive was John B. Stanch- 
field, of Elmira, who reached here at 6 
o’clock tonight. Elliott Danforth had not 
arrived at a late hour tonight, but his 
friends are here in large force, and his 
lithographs are conspicuously displayed 
about the city. ‘ 

Speculation as te the probable head of 
the ticket obscured -ajl other: candidates. 
Tonight noone dare to/mredict the nominee 
for governor. 

Much depends upon the vote of Tam- 
many Hall and Kings county representa- 
tives and the impression prevails that the 
vote from the lower end of the state 
will be thrown to the country candidate 
who develops the most strength in the 
convention. 

Friends of Mayor McGuire assert posi- 
tively that he will not accept a second place 
on the ticket. He himself stated to the 
Associated Press correspondent that he 
Was not and would not be a candidate for 
lieitenant governor. Justice Titus also 
says that he will not accept a second place 
upon the ticket. 

Among the delegates assembled here to- 
night the talk is more of harmonions. ac- 
tion in tha convention than of candidates. 
David B. Hill arrived at 8 o’clock tonight 
and spent the evening in conference with 
political friends. 

The friends of each of the candidates 
mentioned impatiently await the meeting 
of the state committee tomorrow evening. 
By many ft is thought that places upon 
the ticket will be practically determined 
at that time, while others as confidently 
assert that it is to remain ap open contest 
and be left entirely to the delegates to 
name the different candidates. 

The Chicago platform democrats will 
hold their conference at the city hall to- 
morrow night and will make a determined 
effort to have the convention indorse abso- 
lutely the last national democratic conven- 
tion platform, especially as it reiates to 
the free coinage of silver.

General Fitz Will Be Made Milita 


Commandant of the Province 


and City of Havana Instead of Governor General of the Island.

Jacksonville, Fla., September 26.—(Special.)\—The military occupation of Cuba will be begun on October 20th. 
This decision has been reached by the president and his cabinet, and was today communicated to Major General Fitz- 


hugh Lee, commanding the Seventh army corps, which has beén In camp here since the early part of last May.

al Lee has been ordered to Washington to report at once and in person to President McKinley, and he wil!! leave fcr 
Not even his personal staif knows why he has been summoned, ani the report is 
given out offcially that he ‘!s not well and is to be given a short sick leave. 
As a matter of fact, the general was never in better health in his life, and is tonight putting up his belongings and 
dispatching business at a rate that would wear out a professional athlete. 
The fixing of the date for the commencement of the poaceful invasion of Cuba was made known to General Lee 
in an order to be in readiness to start on the 20th, but it is not likely that he will get off ‘then. |

WILL CROSS THE OCEAN AGAIN. 


REMAINS OF COLUMBUS HAVE 
BEEN EXHUMED. 


Entrance to the Cathedral Was Care- 
fully Guarded by Troops and 
Crowds Were Kept Back. 


Havana, September 26.—At § o'clock this 
morning the official exhumation of the 
remains of Columbus took place in the 
presence of General Blanco, Secretary Go- 
vin, the civil governor, the bishop, the 
dean of the cathedral and other authorities. 

The general public were ordered out of 
the cathedral at 8 o'clock and no one was 
allowed inside after that hour. 

The entrance to the cathedral was guard- 
ed by a force of police which kept

He 
was also charged with saying that the Or- 
exon was the only battleship in the navy 
that was honestly built. 

Earl Cranston, of Denver, as attorney 
for the prisoner, tnoved that the charge 
be quashed on the ground that the re- 
marks were not of a’scandalous character, 
and only such as are used frequently in 
the public press and by the people gen- 
erally. He held that tha  asatatements 
charged could not have affected the disci- 
pling of the navy. 

Hie also argued that there was no denial 
of the alleged statements and no charge of 
malicious intent, and that the charges of 
fraud in the building of vessela were 
against contractors, and not against the 
nava] department. 

Judge Advocate lLauchheimer replied 
briefly, and the court denied the motion to 
quash. 

The prisoner then entered a plea of not 
guilty. and the court adjourned until to- 
morrow.

London, September 26.—A special 
to The Globe from Hong Kong, pub- 
lished this afternoon, says it is learned 
from a trustworthy Filipino source 
that France has promised to recognize 
the Filipino republic, and it is aided 
that negotiations on the subject are 
proceeding at Manila, where there are 
three French warships.

Manila, September 26.—When the United 
States auxiliary cruiser McCulloch cap- 
tured the insurgent steamer Abbey, form- 
erly the Pasig, sixty miles south of Ma- 
nila, the Abbey, it is believed, having 
landed 7,000 rifles, an insurgent gunboat 
followed the American vessel into Cavite, 
and now the Americans contemplate tak- 
ing possession of the entire insurgent fleet, 
because the vessels are flying an unrecog- 
nized flag and are liable to seizure as 
pirates by the war vessels of any na- 
tion.

ITALY SENDS HER ANSWER. 


Government Fears the Czar’s Plan Can- 
not Win Out. 


Rome, September 26.—The government 
has sent to Russia a diplomatically word- 
ed acceptance of the czar’s invitation to 
take part in an international peace confer- 
ence. In its note of acceptance the gov- 
ernment expresses sympathy with and ad- 
miration for the objects of the czar, but 
says that it fears difficulties will arise over 
the discussion of questions other than that 
of armament, which “‘might accentuate in 
the very heart of the projected con- 
ference, a conflict of opinion the consensus 
of which would not leave us without an- 
xiety.” 

The government suggests that the czar 
eliminates this possibility by formulating a 
definite programme, limiting the discus- 
sion to the central idea. 


CYCLONE KILLS THREE PERSONS. 


Forty Pupils Are in a Building When 
It Collapses. 

St. Catharine, Ont., September 26.—A cy- 
clone struck the earth here with terrible 
violence today and killed three persons, in- 
juring many others. Many prominent 
buildings were unroofed or wrecked. 

There were only forty pupils in the public 
school when it collapsed. The children 
were covered with piles of debris and many 
were badly injured. 

Frank Moffatt, one of the pupils, was 
dead when taken from the ruins. Mrs. 
John Bickley was killed just as she was 
about to enter the front door of her house, 
a flying piece of lumber striking her on the 
head. 


LAWTON MOVES FROM PALACE. 


Small Capitalists Are Advised Not To 
Go to Santiago Yet. 


Santiago, September 26—General Lawton’s 
headquarters have been moved from the 
palace to the offices formerly occupied by 
General Toral, the Spanish commander, at 
this piace.

Washington, September 26.—The commis- 
sion selected by the president to investigate 
the conduct of the war department held its 
first formal session today with all the mem- 
bers present. The meeting was in the room 
of the fortification and ordnance board of 
the army, but it was found to be too 
small for the purpdse of the board and it 
was announced that future meetings would 
be held in the apartments secured in the 
Lehman building on New York avenue. 
Today’s meeting was strictly secret, no 
newspaper representatives or others not 
connected with the board being admitted. 

Today’s session was confined to a meet- 
ing of two hours’ duration in the forenoon, 
&fter which an adjournment was taken un- 
til 10 o’clock tomorrow. The proceedings 
were limited to an outlining of a general 
policy and the formation of letters of in- 
quiry which will be made public tomorrow. 

The letters which have peen decided upon 
are to be addressed to the secretary of 
war, the quartermaster general,the comm('‘s- 
sary general, the surgeon general and the 
chief of the ordnance department of the. 
army. They will consist in the main of in- 
quiries intended to bring out all the facts 


that can be given relative to the organiza- 


tion of the volunteer army. These officials 
will be asked to give specific information 
as to cover each of the departments.

Questions Are Sweeping. 

The questions are so tormulated as to 
call out answers covering the organization 
of camps, the purchase of supplies and the 
making of contracts with transportation 
companies and also to show the methods 
adopted for furnishing supplies to the vari- 
ous commands and for protecting the 


health of the soldiers. There will be an 


especial effort to develop the motives that 
actuated the department in the choice of 
camp sites, ag there have been charges to 
the effect that they were located as a mate 
ter of favoritism to railroaa cOmpanies. 

The-commission also considered several 
letters of complaint from persons profess- 
ing to have information bearing upon the 
sibject of investigation and decided to ad- 
dress replies to the writers of each of them 
requesting them to put their charges in 
specific shape and informing them of the 
scope of the inquiry. 

It is intended that if the replies received 
to these letters show the writers to be in 
possession of real information to summon 
them before the commission when it is 
feasible to do 60, or Otherwise to secure 
their affidavits. Where, however, it be- 
comes evident that their accusations are 


mere idle complaints with no information 


back of them, the writers will not receive 
further attention. 

The commission also expects to extend 
its inquiry before it closes its work to the 
extent of summoning before it the com- 
manding officers of the various divisions 
and brigades and probably extending it to 
the colonels of regiments from which com- 
plaints have emanated. They wil] be ex- 
pected to give full information as to the 
pains they may. have taken or failed to 
take concerning the location of their troops 
and their general welfare. The commission 
decided to hold two sessions daily, one in 
the forenoon from 10 to 12:30 o'clock and 
the other in the afternoon.

ARMY IS TO BE FULLY PROTECTED 


Paris Papers Attack the Alleged Con- 
fession of Esterhazy and Deciare 
That He Has Sold Himself 
to the Dreyfus Syn- 
dicate. 


Paris, September 26.—At a meeting of the 
cabinet this morning, all the members be- 
ing present, a dectsion was taken ia favor 
of a revision of the trial of former Captain 


Dreyfus, and the documents in the case 


will be sent to the court of cassation. 

The cabinet ordered the minister of jus- 
tice, M. Sarrien, to lay before the court of 
cassation the petition of Madame Dreyfus, 
wife of the prisoner of Devil’s island, fora 
revision of her nusbana’s case. The court 
will then decide the legal question as to 
whether the first trial of Captain Dreyfus 
Was vitiated by the forgery committed by 
the late Lieutenant Colonel Henri, who 
Was a witness before the courtmartial and 
who confessed to having forged a document 
in the case. 

The minister of justice has announced 
that he has given instructions that pro- 
ceedings are to be taken 
against any one attacking the army. 

The cabinet meeting was prolonged and 
animated. The minister of agriculture. M. 
Viger, is reported to have bitterly op- 
posed a revision and it is rumored he will 
resign. He left the meeting before it end- 
ed, remarking to a newspaper man that 
“he was completely voteeless. 

Tt is understood that M. Brisson "tteral. 
ly wrung consent from the cabinet for a 
reviston, after a remarkable d@isplav of 
@loquence and personal influence and the 
#tarmiest of scenes. His strongest onno- 
} pent was M. Sarrien, the minister of jus- 
tire, who expressed a desire to resign and 
Warned the other ministers that they were 
assuming a terrible responsibilitv.

“Recently, without any apparent incen- 
tive, Esterhazy mysteriously went to Lon- 
don, abandoning his 300 francs monthly. 
Why this emigration? Who paid’ for his 
journey? With what money has Bsterhazy 
paid for his meals?’

Explains the Dreyfus Affair. 

London, September 27.—The Daily News 
this morning commences the publication of 
a series of articles which it alleges explain 
the Dreyfus affair. Today’s art’cle concerns 
the resignation by Mr. Casimir-Perier, of 
the French presidency, which it @eseribes 
The sriisle says: 

‘The persons in the secret are the kalser, 
Count von Munster, M. Dupuy, M. Hano- 
taux, General Mercier, General Boisdeffre, 
Colonel Schwarzkoppen, Count Esternazy 
and the late Henri Sandherr. Besides the 
French monisters, others had the dossier in 
their hands. 

“In December, 18%, a detailed report of 
the Dreyfus affair, which Count von Mun- 
ster sent by the usual courier to the kaiser, 
was intercepted and photographed at the 
French frontier. Yet it reached the em- 
peror withou! delay a few days later This 
fact became known to the information bu- 
reau at Berlin and Germany ordered Count 
von Munster to demand his passports, for 
the offense was regarded as robbery and 
an offense to the emperor on the principle 
of extra-territeriality. When Count von 
Munster made this demand at the palace 
of the Elysee President Casimir-Perier was 
overwhelmed with the suddenness of the 
revelation and was beside himse!f. In an 
extraordinary scene he gave his word af 
honor, repudiate all connection with or 
knowledge of the affair and solemniy pro. 
posed to prevent a repetition of it. 

“Count von Munster was satisfied and 
sent a second report of this interview. This 
document was similarly intercepted and 
photographed, the negative arriving at the 
French foreign office within forty-eigrt 
hours. 

“Some days later, on January 12, 1895. 
Count von Munster called at the palace of 
the Elysee and suddenly announced that 
Germany would mobilize her troops forth- 
with unless satisfaction was given for 
this new insult. 

“A dramatic scene followed, Count von 
Munster collapsed, a prey to violent feel- 
ings, reproaching M. Casimir-Perier with 
having dishonored him in the eyes of the 
empire. 

“M. Casimir-Perier was crushed and 
could not reply at first, but presently said: 

“Tell your emperor I, myself, will give 
him satisfaction. I do not want to sacri- 
fice the country. I will leave the presi- 
ee I pray his majesty to be satis- 
fied.’ 

“Two days later M. 
signed.”’ 

Esterhazy Sold the Document. 

The Daily Chronicle this morning pub- 
lishes a letter from Mr.

tioned in the bordereau to Schwarzkoppen, 
together with 160 other documents, and 
that Colonel Schwarzkoppen paid Ester- 
hazy £80 monthly for two years for es- 
pionage. He denies that Colonel Sandherr 
ordered Esterhazy to write the bordereau 
and appeals to the latter to “tell the whole 
truth instead of silly falsehoods.’’

Boston, September 26.—The board of di- 
rectors of the American Peace Society to- 
day adopted resolutions approving the 
czar’s disarmement circular, expressing ap- 
preciation of President McKinley's prompt 
indorsement of the czar’s programme and 
declaring the time is opportune for the re- 
opening of negotiations for a permanent 
treity of arbitration between the United 
States and Great Britain and urging the 
president to proceed in the matter at the 
earliest practicable moment. 

It was voted unanimously to send to 
President McKinley a protest against any 
permanent enlargement of the army or 
navy of the United States except what 
may be absolutely necessary for police pro- 
tection. 


PEACE COMMISSION IN- PARIS. 


Large Crowd Greets the Americans at 
the French Metropolis. 

Paris, September 26.—The peace commis- 
sion of the United States arrived here to- 
day from London and was met at the 
railroad station by the United States em- 
bassy, a number of Americans and many 
reporters. 

A considerable crowd outside the depot 
witnessed the departure of the commis- 
sioners for their hotel. The journey from 
England to this city was uneventful. 


AMERICANS WANT BRADFURD. 


Peace Commission Cables for Chief of 
Equipment Bureau. 


Washington, September 26.—The first word 
that has come to Washington from the 
American members of the peace commis- 
sion since their departure, save a brief an- 
nounceent of arrival in England, was re- 
ceived at the navy department today. It 
was a cablegram reqvesting that Captain 
Bradford, chief of the equipment bureau, 
he sent at once to Paris to assist the com- 
mission. 

As the officer is the leading expert of the 
navy depariment in the matter of coaling 
Stations, the inference is that the com- 
mission expects to begin promptly the con- 
sideration of those subjects su far as they 
relate to the Philippines and the Ladrones. 
Respecting the -latter group, from which 
the United States commissioners are to 
make a selection for a coaling station, it 
has been found that the only good harbor 
is on the Island of Guam, the capital of 
the group, which was captured by one of 
the warships bound for Manila, yet if that 
is taken there will be go little of the group 
thus left without an ocean harbor that it 
is believed that it would be best for both 
parties—the United States and Spain—to 
allow all of the islands to go with Guam 
into the United States’ possession.

Washingtor, September 2.—(Special.)— 
At the war department nothimg official has 
been heard from the troops at Santiago to 
indicate that yellow fever is raging within 
the ranks of the Third regiment of United 
States volunteers, which is Colonel Ray’s 
command. An unofficial report reached 
here today that many of the soldiers at 
Santiago are on the sick list and the same 
report stated that several cases of yellow 
fever prevail in Colonel Ray’s regiment of 
immunes. 

When General Corbin’s attention was 
called to the subject, he stated that when 
he last heard from+the troops at Santiago 
and that vicinity they were getting along 
very well. There is some sickness among 
the troops, but all things considered the 
health of the troops was excellent when the 
last report was received at the department 
a week ago. 

In consequence of today’s report General 
Corbin telegraphed at once to Genera] Law- 
ton, requesting him to send at once a de- 
tailed statement of the condition of the 
troops under his command and _ special 
mention was made relative to Colonel] Ray’s 
regiment.

been permitted to pass over the wires. 

It is said that yellow fever is prevailing 
at Porto Rico to a somewhat alarming ex- 
tent, although no official confirmation of 
the report can be obtained at the war de- 
partment. The report is said to have reach- 
ed New York in a letter from one of the 
soldiers, transmitted by one of the crew 
of a vessel, just arrived, from Porto Rico. 


BLANCO PERMITS FREE ENTRY. 


Relief Will Be Sent to Matanzas in the 
. Future. 

Havana, September 26.—General lanco 
has guthorized the free entry of the Comal 
and other vessels bringing supplies for the 
relief of the sufferers in Cuba. 

Matanzas now and in the tuture, as re- 
ported, will be the first port where relief 
supplies will be landed, owing to Captain 
Page’s report of the distress existing 
there, 

The captain general has decided to remit 
the fine of $500 imposed upon the Clinton be- 
cause she did not have a manifest and has 
ordered the money to be refunded. The 
payment was made under protest and by 
direction of President McKinley.

Duxbury, Mass., September 26.—Fanny 
Davenport, (Mrs. Melbou®ne McDowell) 
died at ther summer home at half past ten 


o'clock tonight of enlargement of the 
heart. 

Miss Davenvort had never fully recover. 
ed from her severe illness early in the sum- 
mer and up to a week ago it was thought 
that she would in time enjoy good health 
agein. A few days ago, however, a changes 
was noted. Since then, she has been grad- 
uaily sinking, and today it was announced 
that death was ecnly a question of a few 
hours. Her three sisters had already been 
notified, and were with her husband, al- 
ready at her bedside when she peacefuliy 
passed away. 

Her brother-in-law, Willlam Seymour, 
was notified yesterday of her condition, 
and is on his way here. He will take 
charge of the funeral arrangements, the 
nature of which will not be known until 
he arrives, 

Miss Davenport was the daughter of Ed- 
ward Davenport, the famous American 
actor, and Fanny Elizabeth Vining Da- 
venport, the equally famous American 
actress, and was born in London, Aprii 
10, 1850, 

She first assayed juvenile parts at the 
Howard Atheneum in Boston, when ll 
years of age. Her first adult part was that 
of Mrs. Mildway, in “Stil Waters Run 
Deep.”’ 

As Arline in the “Black Crook,’’ she 
made her debut as a soubrette and later 
joined Mrs. John Drew’s company at Phil- 
adeiphia. She.remained there but a short 
time and then joined Augustin Daly’s Fifth 
Avenue theater company in New york, 
where she played leading parts for nearly 
ten years, from 1868 ‘to 1879. She made her 
first appearance as a star in "Picque’”’ and 
later produced a number of Shakespearean 
and old English comedies. Then she. pre- 
sented from time to time some of the mod- 
ern dramas of Dumas, and in 188% began a 
series of Sardou’s plays, which made her 
famous. ‘‘Fedeora’’ was brought out and 
in this and in later productions she dis- 
played her wonderful skill as stage mana- 
eer 

Miss Davenport occupied a unique posi- 
tion on the American stage. She was*one 
of the foremost of the female stars, while 
she held high rank as a producer of plays, 
and in this latter work she achieved a great 
success. Her Sardou plays were put on the 
stage with Javish scenery and costumes, 
and she was fortunate in finding in the 
heroines parts specially adapted to her 
style of impersonations. 

Miss Davenport was twice married. Her 
first husband was Edward Pierce, a young 
stock actor, whom she engaged as the lead- 
ing juvenile man in her company in the 
season of 1877-78. Late in the season of 
1888-89 she married her leading man, Mel- 
bourne McDowell, younger than herself and 
an actor of ability.

WEWSY LOCAL MATTERS IN TALLAHASSEE 


State Capital Worked Up Over the 
Electric Light Question—Charac- 
ter of Next Legislature. 


Tallahassee, Fla.. September 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—At this time, when all sections of the 
country bordering on the gulf of Mex‘co, 
with the exception of the state of Florida, 
are evidently suffering from another visita- 
tion of yellow fever, the people of Florida 
have abundant cause to be truly grateful 
for the excellent services rendered by th 
state board of health. Indeed, since its 
establishment in 188% there has been no 
cause for alarm in this state. on account 
of the spread of contagious diseases. While 
Florida has more seacoast than any other 
state in the union and is adjacent to points 
in the south where contagious diseases fre- 
quently occur, it has been demonstrated 
that Florida is practically free from danger 
of their introduction here, while other 
states with less efficient health boards 
have almost annual recurrences of destruc- 


tilve epidemica. 

The Florida board is compcsed of three 
of the best men in the state with Hon. W. 
B. Henderson. of Tampa, as its head, which 
insutes able and careful executive man- 
agement. The other men on the ooard are 
Mr. James P. Taliaferro, wne of the ieading 
citizens of Jacksonville, and Dr H. L. 
Simpson, a prominent Pensacola pays cian. 
The state health officer, selected by this 
board, is Dr. Joseph Y, Porter, of Key 
West, who has in this capacity rendered 
such splendid service to the state that he 
has gained a national reputation fer dis- 
tinguished ability.

MACON’S SCHOOLS 


BEGIN THE TERM 


Large Increase in Attendance ef Chil- 
dren Is Shown. 


GREAT GROWTH OF SYSTEM 


Since It Was Adopted Twenty-Six 
Years Ago. 


MOTION FOR A NEW TRIAL FOR TAYLOR 


This Defers the Execution Which Was 
To Have Been Carried Out Next 
Friday—General Macon News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., September 26.—(Special.)—The 
twenty-seventh annual session of the public 
schools of the city of Macon and Bibb 
county commenced today under the most 
satisfactory and prosperous conditions. In 
addition to the great number of old pupils 
there were many new students. The system 
starts the mew scholastic year with the 
brightest prospects. 

During the twenty-six years of the sys- 
tem there have been only two superin- 
tendents ,to-wit: B. M, Zettler, from 1873 
to 18%. and D. Q. Abbott from 18% to the 
present time. 

The system hag steadily grown year by 
year. The following comparative figures 
will show the growth of the schools: In 
1873-73, the first year of the Bibb public 
echools, the number of pupils in attendance 
was—white, 905; colored, 710; total 1,156. 
The county appropriation was $15,000; total 
expenditure $21,715.02. Teachers employed, 
43; number of schools, &. 

In 1897-98 the twenty-sixth year of the 
schools, the number of pupils in attendance 
was, white, 3,890; colored, 3,420; total 7,310. 
County appropriation, $50,000; total expendi- 
ture, $90,706.66. Teachers employed 151; 
number of schools 52. 

It will be seen from the above figures 
that the number of pupils have increased 
5,155 over the attendance of the first year. 

The county appropriation has increased 
from $15,000 to $50,000, and the state ap- 
propriation has increased from _ $1,500 to 
about $33,000. The total expenditures have 
increased during the past twenty-six years 
from $21,715.02 ‘to $90,766.66. 

The number of teachers has increased 
from forty-three to 151, and the number 
of school houses from five to fifty-two. The 
value of the school property has increased 
from a few thousand dollars to the hand- 
some amount of $203,350: 

These figures show the wonderful growth 
of the public school system of Bibb. The 
attendance of pupils on the term beginning 
today will be larger than it was last year, 
namely, 7,310. The enrollment for this year

BLOODY DUEL FROM BUGGIES. 


Exciting Aftermath to Sensational 
Horsewhipping Bee. 

Washington. Ga.. September 26.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—A bloody duel from buggies was 
fought near here Saturday afternoon be- 
tween Mr. John L. Smith, a wealthy cit- 
izen of Willies county, and his son Kossie, 
on one side, and Dr. J. M. Caldwell, of 
Lincolnton, on the other, resulting in the 
serious and probably fatal wounding of 
Caldwell and Mr. Smith, 

It will be remembered that about three 
months ago Koss!e Smith became enguged 
to Mrs. Dr. Groves, of Lincolnton, the 
wealthy widow of a prominent surgeon of 
that place. Her sons, Coleman and C. L. 
Groves, and an intimate family friend, 
Dr Caldwell, objected to the match on 
the ground that Mrs, Groves was being 
coerced into it by Smith. So determined 
were they to prevent it that they waylaid 
Smith on his return home one night and 
subjected him to a severe horsewhipping, 
warning him to leave the county perma- 
nently if he valued his life. A few days 
subsequently, however, Smith and Mrs. 
Groves were married in Augusta. Since 
that time there has been bitter enmity 
between the two families, young Smith’s 
father resenting his son’s mild acceptance 
of the insult.

After being shot Mr. Smith walked 
home and took a seat on his front porch. 
He soon became faint, however, and was 
carried in the house. Dr. J. J. Hill 
probed for the ball but did not find it. 
He thinks it lodged in the muscles of the 
back, and that Mr. Smith’s wound is not 
necessarily fatal.

The Tax Question. ~ 

There is a view of the tax question which 
I wish to discuss in relation to our cur- 
rency system. As respects the amount of 
the products of human labor it requires to 
pay our present taxes they may properly 
A few 
years ago your state tax was $ per thous- 
and and you could pay it with forty pounds 
of cotton or five bushels of corn. Now 
your state tax rate is $6 per thousand, an 
increase, so far as amount is concerned, 
which is fully justified by the natural 
growth of our state, with its varied inter- 
ests. This is an increase in the rate of 
about 8 per cent. You must remember 
that this is due to our pension and schooi 
appropriations. Not wvounting these two 
items, the rate has really decreased. 

But the idea I wish to bring out is this: 
It now requires to pay the $6 state tax one 
hundred and twenty pounds of lint cotton 
or mfteen bushels of corn. In other words, 
there is an increase of 200 per cent in the 
amount of the products of your farms 
required to pay your taxes at the prtsent 
rate. While your tax has advanced © 
per cent, it requires 200 per cent of your 
products to pay it. 

The burden of taxation, therefore, is not 
in the amount of dollars required, but in 
the amount of the products of human labor 
mecessary to get the dollars wherewith to 


pay the tax. In other words, the burden ;- 


of taxation is due to the depreciation of 


all our staple products. 
While the rise and fall of any one or 


. two staple products may be caused by 


what is called over-production, yet a uni- 
versal fall can only be attributed to the 
appreciation of our standard of value. In 
order to enhance the value of their prop- 
erty the gold owners conspired and suc- 
ceeded in demonetizing silver.

Hall has stated the issue with a: clear- 
ness and a perspicacfty which cannot 
be exceeded, and more than that, he 
has stated a fact which not all the gold- 
bug arguments of the world can an- 
swer. It emphasizes the earnestness of 
the agitation for the repeal of the laws 
under which we now labor, because 
these laws are at war with every ele 
ment of progress and advancement. 


Our Iron and Steel Resources. 

Such has been the rapid development 
of our steel and iron resources of late 
years that our exports of these products 
now equal in value the amount of our 
imports of tLese same products eighteen 
years ago. No other country on the 
globe has made such remarkable. indus- 
trial strides. 

In proof of this statement we quote 
from figures recently compiled with care 
by the treasury bureau of statistics, 
showing that in 1880 our exports of steel 
and iron products aggregated $14,716,- 
524, while our imports of these products 
aggregated $71,266,699; whereas, in 1898, 
our exports of steel and iron products 
aggregated $70,367,527, while our imports 
of these products aggregated $12,615,913.

If such has been the record of the past 
eighteen years under circumstances 
which have been well calculated to de- 
press industrial enterprise, then what 
will be the record of the next eighteen 
years? There is absolutely no limit 
to the resources of our soil, and under 
favorable conditions there is no reason 
why the United States should not. mount 
to the industrial supremacy of the globe. 


A Plea for the South. 

In searching for words of wisdom, 
we always look to the north and east, 
In those quarters, age has brought up 
experience on the bottle, and allowed tne 
patent medicine men.to use her name as 
a guide to health and wealth. But the 
north, in our geography, implies the 
west, and so, when we are searching for 
real wisdom, we do not venture out- 
side thé domain of New England. There 
we find it in all its freshness and beauty. 
Thus, if we want to find out facts about 
the cotton year, we_have all the New 
England papers to select from, and if 
our choice falls on the remarks of the 
Springfield Republican it is because wis- 
dom seems to ooze out of their very ret- 
icence. From an abundance of materjal 
in sight we select the following, which 
is of some interest in this benighted re 
gion: 

The Financial Chronicle’s review of the 
cotton crop and movement for the year 
ending September ist, an exceptionally 
thorough performance, gives particular at- 
tention to the matter of southern competi- 
tion in manufacturing. It must be admit- 
ted that for the moment.the south appears 
to be in possession of the field. Scarcely 
any addition was made during the year to 
the number of spindles in the north, while 
the south increased its number of em- 
ployed spindles by nearly 12 per cent and 
the consumption of cotton by 20 per cent. 
The southern mills have increased their ca- 
pacity by 71 per cent in five years, and 
their consumption of cotton has more than 
doubled in the past seven years, 

Nevertheless, The Chronicle can find no 
certain evidences of a transfer of the in- 
dustry from the older northern centers to 
the south, or from England to America or 
India or Japan. England should be the 
first to exhibit signs of such a movement 
if it exists, since England is more remote 
from the cotton supply than New England. 
But Old England’s exports of cotton goods 
were larger the past year than in the pre- 
vious year and her trade in this particular 
Ss one of pretty constant growth. Lower 
wages is affirmed to be the chief advantage 
+ ge liane: waa over the northern mills, but 

‘ney here is towhkrd an .equaliza- 
tion of rates. The southern operatives will 
not long put up with wages considerably 
below the New England standard. 

This shows how wisdom may go hand 
in hand with consolation; but it is sin- 
gular how large a door is left for omis- 
sion to escape by. There is not a word 
here in regard to the recent discovery of 
large _, agen Cotton and Wool Re- 
woe gpa aun eet ~~ oe 

peratives are on a 
lower leve] than those paid to the pau- 
per labor in the English mills. The 
chief note of complaint is the so-called 
cheap labor of the south. Thig, we 
take for granted, is dwelt on with in- 
tent to deceive. Misrepresentation 
could have no other object in this case, 
no matter whether it appears in the col- 
umns of The Financial Chronicle or in 
those of The Springfield Republican. 
The remark of the latter that “the south- 
ern operatives will not long put up with 
wages considerably below the New Eng- 
land standard” can have no other pur- 
pose than to convey to the minds*of 
the New England operatives the falee 
idea that they are earning more rn-oney 
than the southern operatives. This is 
not true now and has not been true for 
some years. The statistics on which 
the conclusion is based are not only in- 
accurate, but are intended to be inac- 
curate. They are compiled with the in- 
tention of deceiving. It might he said 
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with truth that the southern 


| duce their wages to the New Pngland 
level, which is known to be below the 


pauper levei of England. 

According to the statistics with which 
the public has been made familiar, the 
wages of the New England operatives, 
ten years ago, were about 30 per cent 
higher than those paid to southern 
operatives. - But all this has been 
changed. The New England “standard” 
has fallen below that of Lancashire, and 
the result is that the eastern operatives 
are in a state of dire poverty. When the 
strike occurred last fall some of them 
were in a state of starvation before a 
week had passed, and our correspondent 
saw them fighting over aration of stale 
fish. The southern operatives have 
been saving money for years, and they 
are saving money now. They carn 
more each week than the New Eng- 
land workers. They have no summer 
vacations, no shut-downs, no aggra- 
vating fines. They have hardly begun 
to make fine goods, but when they do 
begin, ag they will, they will run the 
New England fabrics out of the market. 

We are not gloating over the situa- 
tion, nor are we expecting the New Eng- 
land mills to succumb at once. The 
whole process of changing the center 
of cotton manufacturing is one which 
will cover many years, but it has been 
going on at a very rapid rate during the 
past decade. 
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The War and the Navy. 

It is evident that the men at the head 
of our navy propose to profit from the 
lessons taught by the war experience 
through which they have gone. The re- 
cent awards for the construction of three 
new battleships demonstrate that it is 
the purpose of those in charge of naval 
construction to keep fully abreast of the 
times in all respects, and the specifica- 
tions under which these awards are 
made show a realization of the value of 
high speed even in the battleship, which 
the Oregon in particular taught the 
world. 

The battle of Santiago phowed the 
world that speed, heavy armor and great 
sun power are the three requisites of 
the successful fighting vessel. Construc- 
tors have been agreed as to the last 
two of these requisites, but there has 
been doubt about the necessity for speed 
in a battleship, the theory being that 
the cruisers could do all the running 
necessary; that the battleship should be 
designed more for defense than for pur- 
suit of an enemy. 

That may have been all right in the- 
ory, but the Oregon showed the great 
value of speed in the actual] business of 
fighting. Had it not been for the speed 
of that stanch ship some of Cervera’s 
ships would have got away. Had it not 
been for the extraordinary speed shown 
in her run around South America, there 
would have been no Oregon in that 
splendid contest. 

In the original specifications for the 
three new battleships which are to be 
known as the Maine, the Ohio and the 
Missouri, speed of but sixteen knots in 
each was called for: but the awards 
call for eighteen and a half knots in 
each, and when they are completed they 
will take their place alongside of the 
Oregon. With this speed, and with the 
¢oal capacity of 2,000 tons, these battle- 
ships will be in reality an advance upon 
anything we now have, for the coal ca- 
pacity of the Oregon is not so great. 

It is worthy of note’ that for 

first time since the construc- 
tion of the modern fighting ma- 
chines of the seas, the naval] con- 
structors of the world have the actua!] 
experience of war to guide them in fu- 
ture additions to the navies. The re- 
sults of that actual experience are inter- 
esting to note. We have seen, for in- 
Stance, that the battleship about which 
s0 many of those who clung to the old 
order of things were dubious has mag- 
nificently sustained itself. Instead of 
careening over from its own weight and 
going to the bottom or being sent there 
by a single shot of the enemy, the bat- 
tleship—the Oregon, the Iowa, the In- 
diana and even the much-maligned Tex- 
as—fulfilled to the full its every duty. 
Then there is the matter of armor. 
There is no doubt that the government 
was “made to pay a much too high 
price for its armor in many instances, 
but tire seems to have been no ground 
for the oft-repeated charge that the ar- 
mor put upon the ships was rotten and 
incapable of meeting the requirements, 

Another fallacy laid bare by the war 
was that of inefficient machinery. In 
time of peace we heard so much about 
the minor accidents to the machinery of 
the ships. We were led to believe that 
when called upon for active service they 
would be incapacitated by the break- 
downs. As a matter of fact, the ships 
themselves seem to have forgotten all 
the ills of peace in the excitement of 
actual warfare, and if there was a break- 
down of any serious character in any of 
the ships we do not recall it. 

In a word, our fighting ships have 
shown that they could fight. They have 
demonstrated that we have made an ex- 
cellent beginning in our navy. This 
warfare showed what was good and 
gave our constructors valuable object 
lessons. ‘That we are to take no back- 
ward step in naval development is cer- 
tain, nor must we take a backward step 
in naval construction. The navy has 
brought great honor to itself and the 
country, and has demonstrated its su- 
preme usefulness. 

In the conditions which the war has 
brought about—the addition of outlying 
territory—the need of a first-class navy 
has been demonstrated beyond the pos- 
sibility of argument. For its size, our 
navy is today equal to the best. It 
must always be that. In the construc- 
tion of other clyzses of ships as well as 
of battleships, our constructors must al- 
ways keep abreast of the times. Congress 
will sustain them in this, and the people 
will sustain congress. There are no 
two opinions on that score. The people 
have seen for themselves the great val- 
ue of a navy; they will not countenance 
in the future the false economies of pol- 
iticians willing to make a record for 
themselves at the expense of the navy.

“Macon, Ga., March 1, 1892.—Master W. 
Tharpe Baldwin, Madison, Ga. My Dear 
Little Friend: Your kind letter came to 
hand a few days ago. I was glad to re- 
ceive it. I was glad to know that you 
were studying my intermediate arithmetic. 
and that you were making such good 
progress in its study. 

“I judge from your letter that you love 
the study of arithmetic. A great many lit- 
tle boys and girls hate the study. Now, if 
JI have written my book and made arith- 
metic so clear and simple ag to cause a 
little boy of your age to love it, it proves 
to me that I have done just what I started 
out to do, that is, to make arithmetic at- 
tractive. 

“Did you ever think that arithmetic isthe 
oldest science in the world? Other sciences 
are useful, but none of them are as useful 
as arithmetic. We might do without gram- 
mar or geography or history, but we can’t 
do without arithmetic. Your mamma and 
papa have to buy something almost every 
day, and to pay for what they buy they 
must know how much money it takes, and 
to do this they must understand arithmetic. 

“Did you ever think how many times 
arithmetic is used in your town of Madison 
in just one day? Or. how many times it is 
used in Georgia in a day? Or how often in 
the whole United States? and then how 
often in the whole world? Well, it is used 
millions and millions of times every day. 
So you see We can’t get along without 
arithmetic. 

“When I was a little boy just your agyv 
I did not know how to make a single figure 
in the arithmetic and it was two or three 
years afterwards before I could add or sub- 
tract numbers. So you see you are much 
farther advanced in arithmetic than I was 
when a boy of your age. 

‘Well, I am quite glad to know that the 
little boys and girls of the present day 
have better teachers and are further ad- 
vanced in their studies than they were 
when I was a boy. And I hope that the 
greater privileges and advantages which 
the little folks now enjoy will help to make 
them noble men and women when they 
come to be grown. 

“After a while this whole great country 
of ours will belong to the little folks who 
are now studying arithmetic and geography 
and grammar, etc. Now, what sort of a 
country will it be?

A Word from the Ranks. 

Editor Constitution—On the. fourteenth 
page of your paper of this date appears 
the following (referring to the Second Geor- 
gia regiment): “The universal comment is: 
‘What a pity that such a magnificently 
equipped body of men should be mustered 
out of service when 60 per cent of them 
are unhapily anxious to further serve their 
country.’ ” 

What does this, which is only one of a 
number of like reports spread  abregad, 
mean? How did such information reach 
your correspondent? What part in a secret 
scheme does it play? Can it, indeed, be 
true, as reported, that there are any, re- 
sponsible to the people of Georgia, who 
are seeking to use the patriotism of her 
sons and to sacrifice the life blood of no 
telling how many to subserve the personal 
interests of a few men? God forbid! 

Let them take care! 

What are the facts’ 

1. The country called for volunteers, and 
we responded, leaving positions, many of 
us, in civil life just as good and as high as 
any, to enter the ranks and endure priva- 
tions that the officers, well paid and living 
in comfort, neither know nor are able to 
appreciate. e 

2. We went in to advance the personal in- 
terests of no man, but to do our duty and 
to serve our country; how well we did this 
let our present list of dead and dying 
answer—a list as glorious as that of San 
Juan or El Caney, and in some respects 
more so, as death for them came’ without 
the halo of battle. But this was for coun- 
try and duty; and the sacrifice was willing- 
ly made. 

3. The government has officially stated 
that the Second Georgia is no longer need- 
ed, and that we are to be discharged and 
allowed to return to our homes; so pa- 
triotism and duty are eliminated—and any 
effort to retain us now can come only to 
advance personal motives and interests. 

4. That such an effort is being made is 
known, and its makers and supporters are 
known—and of the latter let them beware 
lest the people of Georgia call on them to 
answer for it. 

5. “Sixty per cent unhappily anxiously to 
serve their country,’’ when the country has 
stated that it is no longer necessary to 
serve her! No, not 10 per cent, and omitting 
certain non-commissioned officers looking 
for promotion, not 5 per cent. 

From the ranks I challenge the officers 
or the chief executive of the state to prove, 
without a show of fear or favor, that what 
I say is not true. 

6. I write this, Mr. Editor, that this mat- 
ter may be taken up and justice done the 
men in the ranks. We do not want dis- 
charges, while others remain, there is 
something in such that dogs not sound 
right to a soldier, and we are entitled to 
more; and, again, there is no reason why, 
if perchance I have more influence than 
another poor fellow, that I should have a 
discharge while he is left in. We came out 
together, we have suffered together, and 
we want, now that the war is over, to 
march home together. 

Again, I write as an enlisted man, one 
duly prepared and well qualified to speok, 
one of a full thousand of Georgia's sons 
who answered the first call and went in 
for $15.0, a bed on the ground, and army 
rations! Volunteers in truth, not men who 
went in with positions first assured them, 
giving power, comfort and social standing— 
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1898. 
Why Col. R. M. Johnston Quit the Law 
Practice. 


Editor Constitution—The notice of the 
death of this great and good man in your 
Saturday’s paper and your editorial are 
read with interest by many people who 
knew him and loved him in this part of the 
state. We are reminded of many inci- 
dents of his early Mfe which made up his 
chgracter and illustrate his sensitiveness 
and high sense of honor, one of which I 
mention, as*it was a turning point in his 
life. 

An important civil case was pending 
about fifty years ago in Washington supe- 
rior court involving the title to a large 
plantation and the negroes on it, valued at 
$30,000 or $40,000. Colonel Johnston, as50- 
ciated with Judge Thomas and Judge Bax- 
ter, of Sparta, represented one side and 
Governor Jenkins end other distinguished 
attorneys the other. 

At a previous term of the court Governor 
Jenkins had served a ‘notice on Colonel 
Jchnston, attorney, to produce certain old 
deeds, which service was acknowledged by 
Colonel Johnston, at the time busy with 
other matters, and forgotten. Consequently 
Colonel Johnston did not notify his client 
or otherwise prepare to produce or account 
for the deeds, and when the case was called 


for trial they could not produce or ac-, 


count of them. Under the rules of practice, 
the other party was entitled to take his 
verdict, passing title of the entire property 
out of his elient. He and his associates 
were in consternation and dismay. The 
case was about to be lost by neglect or 
oversight of counsel, and they were discuss- 
ing among themselves the respective sums 
they would be honor bound to pay their 
client for his losses by their neglect. They, 
however, kept working the court with di- 
latory motions while they kept their client 
and his friends rummaging old trunks for 
the much wanted papers. At last they 
were found and Colonel Johnston relieved, 
and a verdict and judgment for his client 
resulted. But the shock on his honest, 
sensitive nature was so great that he re- 
tired at once from the practice of law. 
The last time he was in Georgia he went 
over every detail of this trial and its ef- 
fects on him with the writer of this, know- 
ing I remembered the case. Brave, bril- 
liant, generous, genial, we all loved him.

HOBSON BEGINS ON THE COLON. 


War Department Informed of the Rais- 
ing of the Maria Teresa. 
Washington, September 26.—Acting Secre- 
tary Allen received a cablegram from Cap- 
tain Goodrich, of the Newark, the senior 
Officer of the station at Guantanamo, con- 
firming the report of the raising of the 
Spanish flagship Maria Teresa last Satur- 
day. The work of wrecking this ship was 
directly in charge of Constructor Hobson. 
Now that the Teresa has been raised, he 
has been instructed to resume work on the 
Colon and begin operations toward wreck- 
ing the Mercedes, which lies without the 
mouth of the Santiago harbor close to the 
Merrimac in smooth water and well situat- 
ed for successful wrecking. Tne Teresa 
will be brought north, probabiy to Nor- 
folk, as soon as she is in condition to un- 

dertake the voyage. ' 

The wreckers, who have successfully ac- 
complished their work, have earned a large 
sum of money under the salvage laws, the 
exact sum of which will probably be deter- 
mined by an admiralty court. It is the 
present purpose of the department to place 
the Teresa in commission as a United 
States naval vessel, and following the Eng- 
lish custom, her name is Ikely to remain 
unchanged to carry into the future the 
glory of the American victory. i 

Hobson Used Dynamite. 

Santiago, September 26.—Details just re- 
ceived of the floating of the Spanish ar- 
mored cruiser Maria Teresa show that, 
with the help of dynamite, she was blown 
off the rocks into deep water on September 
23d and proceeded under her own steam 
some time afterwards to Guantanamo, ac- 
companied by ore of the tugs of the Merritt 
Wrecking Company. She will shortly leave 
for New York. 

Naval Constructor Hobson @ays he can 
raise the Spanish cruiser Cristobal Colon 
with the use of bags in a week if given 
authority to do so. Commodore Watson 
thinks he cannot. 

The Colon, it appears, was not seriously 
damaged by shells, but her valves were 
opened, which caused her to sink. The 
other two Spanish cruisers sunk in the 
battle of Santiago, the Almirante Oquendo 
and Vizcaya, are useless wrecks of melted 
iron. Hobson says he expects to return to 
New York on the Colon.

“Only a few days ago the stock was up 
to $153% a share, but as mn ag the an- 
nouncement was officially ade that the 
company was negotiating for the purchase 
of the Drummond plant the market began 
to break and when it became known that 
the American company had not paid the 
cash demanded by President Drummond {or 
his stock the bottom began to fall out.

of the Drummond campany in New Ycr*<, 
but when he failed to do it and it becume 
known that the company would have to 
issue new stocks or bondg to pay for the 
Drummond plant the bearg begam to get 
ir their work.

SPANISH NAVAL PROPERTIES. 


Commander Eaton, of the Resolute, 
Assigned to New Duties. 
Washington, September 26.—Commander 
Baton, of the Resolute, has been given ad- 
ditional duty in connection with the Ameri- 
can military commission at Havana, It is 
supposed that Admiral Sampson wishes to 
make an examination of the Spanish naval 
properties scattered among the various Cu- 
ban ports outside of Havana. The naval 
authorities are deepiy concerned as to the 
disposition of this property, it not being 
captured, yet actually subject to the dis- 

posal of the commission. 

The authorities here feel that by con- 
Senting to the entry of the Comal with 
food supplies the Spanish commissioners, 
in a large measure, ridded the island of 
the urgency of evacuation that attached 
to it. 

The daily reports that come to the de- 
partment from Santiago make it apparent 
that even among the immune regiments, 
made up, as some of them are, of negroes, 
Supposed to be almost exempt from attacks 
of climatic fevers, much sickness prevails 
and it is only a fair assumption that the 
Ordinary troops would suffer more were 
they now sent into Cuba. Therefore whiie

for evacuating the island, it may be said 
that the president expects that the result 
Will be a compromise between the dates 
Mentioned on each side, and that the move- 
ment will begin toward the latter part of 
October, to be concluded soon after New 
Year.

SOON BE-READY 


Standard Telephone Company Making 
Good Progress. 


WILL OPERATE BY JANUARY 1ST 


About $92,000 Has Already Been Ex- 
pended in Work Here. 


WILL LIKELY CAUSE WARM RATE WAR 


Underground Conduits Will All Be 
Completed in Three Weeks—The 
Work Nearly Finished.

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THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE NEW 
Standard telephone exchange is nearing 
completion, The underground conduits 
will be completed in about three weeks. 
An official of the company stated yester- 
day that 1,006 phones would be in operation 
by January ist and over 3,000 in a few 
weeks after that date. 

Notwithstanding tha many obstacles the 
new company has encountered, the officials 
have been pushing work as fast 4s possi- 
ble, and from present indications it looks 
as if Atlanta is to have two active tele- 
phone exchanges in operation in the very 
near future. When the new company first 
started work some doubt was expressed 
as to whether the exchange would ever 
be completed. All such doubt seems to 
have been dissipated, however, as the ad- 
vancement made by the concern so far 
gives every indication of the beligf that it 
means business. 

When the new exchange is completed 
there is likely to be. a lively rate war 
between the two companies, materially 
cheapening telephone service in Atlanta. 
Tne Bell company, which has had the field 


to itself here for so long, has encountered ' 
. have 


the Standard people in other cities, and it 
has been war to the knife. The Standard 
company is offering ‘phones at much lower 
rates than the Bell, but it is expected 
that the Bell ccmpany will meet these 
rates, and perhaps cut under them when 
the Standard people/begin operations. The 
outcome will be “patched with interest, for 
some lively developments are expected. 
At Work Nearly a Year. 

The Standard people have been at work 
in Atlanta nearly a year. They began 
laying their conduits December 31, 1897, and 
with the exception of one month, when 
it was impossible to get material, they 
have been steadily at it ever since. 
streets have been torn up all over town 
in the business gections, and it may be 
said that practically all the conduits have 
been placed. This is necessarily slow 
work, requiring much time, and according 
to an official of the new company yester- 
day the company has expended in the 
neighborhood of $92,000 so far. It will spend 
about $8,000 more before the underground 
work is completed, making a total of $100,- 
000. This does not include the poles, the 
wiring of the city and the establishment 
of various other departments necessary to 
the system. 

Unusually rapid strides have been made 
in the past two weeks, when the weather 
has been altogether favorable. During this 
period 1,300 feet of conduits have been laid 
and 700 feet of ditch opened. Altogether 
the new company has opened two and 
three-quarter lineal miles of ditch, has laid 
nine and three-quarter lineal miles of con- 
duits, as well as twenty-three and three- 
quarter lineal miles of conduit chambers, 
Some of these conduits have four cham- 
bers and some six, each chamber capable 
of holding 200 and 300 wires. 

The exchange is to be in the Gordon 
school building on Edgewood avenue, 
where the company headquarters is now 
located. There are fifty conduit chambers

ARE A GREAT BYIL 


Police To War on Some of the Atlanta 
Hack Drivers. 


A SOURCE OF MUCH CRIME 


Officers Say the Evil Is Growing and 
Must Be Stopped. 


COUNCILMEN HAVE BEEN ASKED TO ACT 


Some of the Recent Crimes in Which 
Hackmen Have Been Im- 
plicated.

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THE POLICE HAVE DECLARED WAR 
on the Atlanta cabman, and {t means one 
of the most interesting crusades against 
what is termed a “great and growing evil’ 
that the city has ever witnessed. It is de- 
Clared in police circles that there must be 
a revolution in the public hack business 
for the protection of the people and the 
morals of the city. 

It has been talked of in police circles a 
long while that the average cabman was a 


bad citizen, and while there yere some of 
them who were ali right, a majority were 
all wrong, and were doing more to subvert 
the morals of the city than any one other 
influence in Atlanta. The palice authorities 
have discussed the matter time and again, 
and the members of the police force have 
been Mmstructed to keep a close and vigi- 
lant watch over the cabmen gn the public 
hack line. In spite of the zealousness of 
the police officers, the hackmen have con- 
tinued to carry on certain practices which 
are conducive only to disorder and im- 
morality. 

Thefts, kidnapings, burglaries and 
even murders have occurred jn which 


hackmen were mixed up, while women 
been asSaulted in hacks, children 
have been stolen, men and women have 
been robbed. 

But the greatest evil with which the pub- 
lic hacks are associated is the nightly de- 
baucheries in which young men and women 
are engaged. Crimes are committed in 
which the hackman is a leading figure, 
and it is always due to the manipulations 
of the hackman that the police and detec- 
tives are prevented from ferreting out the

crime and arresting the guilty persons. 
A Police Captain’s Opinion. 
Last night Captain John Thompson, 
whose watch is from 12 o’clock at night 
until 8 the next morning, said: 
‘I see so much evi] done through the hack 


drivers in this city that I am convinced that 


the time has come when something radi- 


cal must be done to put a stop to it. Be- 


} tween 12 o’clock at night and daylight, you

can see hacks moving about the city and 
6lipping quietly around, and I know that 
not one of them ig on any good errand. 
It has come#to pass when it is the most 
difficult thing on earth to follow up any 
crime in whicha hack driver has been con- 
nected or implicated. They change hacks 
and oftem,the most disreputable characters 
have charge of a cab—men we know ought 
to be in the chaingang. One has but to 
look back over the record for the past two 
or three years to ascertain that the hack 
drivers of Atlanta are the worst gang in it. 
I do not mean by this that all the men 
who drive the hacks are bad, but I am 
speaking of them as a whole. Whenever 
any low or vile piece of work is to be done, 
@ hack driver is at once secured to aid in 
carrying it out, and he will do it without 
any ‘hesitation. All he wants is the 
money,”’ 
Chief of Police To Act. 

The chief of police has recognized that 
something has to be done to throw’a closer 
guard over the hack-driving business. He 
has suggested that all hack. drivers be re- 
quired to give a good bond, and that no 
cabman be allowed to havea hack who can- 
not give the bond and at the same time 
show a good character. 

Captain Henry Jennings. who is on the 
evening watch, says he has spoken of the 
public hack evil some time ago, and the 
police had been doing what they could to 
stop it, but it would take some legislation 
te effect a reform. 

Captain Joiner, who fs on the day watch, 
states he, too, has noticed that the ma- 
jority of the hack drivers were men of bad 
character, 

The recorder has had a number of hack- 
men before him recently, and he has taken 
occasion to remark that the “cabmen of 
Atlanta, as a rule, were a bad lot.” 

Members of the city council have been 
approached on the subject, and the candi- 
dates who seek the office have been in- 
terviewed on the eubject. Al] have ex- 
pressed a. willingness to bring about a re- 
form along the hack line. 

Some of the Hack Evils. 

Only a few months ago a lady was driven 
outside the city limits by a negro cabman 
and all that saved her from an assault war 
her breaking out the glass and screaming 
for help. 

Two months ago a lady was robbed of all 
the money she had while riding in a hack 
on a public etreét. 

It is believed that the negro who was 
mysteriously murdered night before last 
was killed in a thack. 

A stranger came here from Nashville 
two weeks ago, and was tolled into a hack 
while he was drunk and was robbed of 3 
and his gold watch. 

Only last night a drunken white man 
with $50 was taken to a disreputable negro 
house by a cabman, where he was robbed 
of $50. 

A fight occurred in a hack last week ip 
which a drummer was nearly cut to death, 
and the police believed the cutting was 
dene by the hackman for the purpose of 
robbery. 

These are but\a few instances in which 
the police had to lock to hackmen [to @x- 
plain the crime. There’ are numerous oth- 
ers on the police recards, 

The police authorities are in earnest 
about the reform, and it will be carried 
out in a ghort while, as soon as the new 


counci] goes in.

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THE NEW COUNTY PRISON WAS 
inspected yesterday by a large party of in- 
surance men who were the guests of the 
Invitations had 
been issued to the insurance men, and the 
party met at the office of Chairman Walter 
R. Brown and walked lover to the new 
prison, spending the entire afternoon in the 
cells, dungeons and execution room of the 
jail. 

The party was,a large one, and represent- 
ed nearly all of the fire companies doing 
business in the city. The prison was a 
revelation to the visitors, and it was de- 


was immune from fire, and could only be 
damaged or destroyed by a cyclone or 
lightning. S 

Captain Edward S. Gay, president of the 
Southeastern Tariff Association, declared 
that he had never in his Nfe seen a build- 
ing which was so fire-proof, and it was his 
opinion that nothing short of lightning or 
a cyclone could harm the structure in any 
way. 

“It is the best thing of its kind in the 
country,"" said Captain Gay, “and it is 
safe from damage by fire. There is noth- 
ing in or about the building to burn, and a 
fire would meet with disappointment were 
it to even get big enough to smoke,” 

The party was carried into the building 
from the Butler street entrance. The front 
of the jail, which is to be occupied by the 
jailer as offices and as a residence, was in- 
spected, and then the party was ushered 
into the prison proper. Every cell was 
visited and some time was spent in the 
examination of the materials used, the 
manner in which the doors are locked and 
unlocked, and the way in which the guards 
have peep holes arranged. 

The First Execution Yesterday. 

In the execution room, which is on the 
top floor on the northeastern corner of the 
prison, was a point in which much interest 
centered, as an execution, the first since 
the jail was built, had been announced. 

On the gallows was placed a dummy, the 
exact counterpart of a man. He wore a 
dark suit, was dressed as becomes a man 
who is to fall into eternity. About his 
grinning face of white cloth and cork eye- 
brows and moustache, had been placed the 
black cap and around his guilty neck was 
the hangman's knot, tied as ceremoniously 
as if the man wag real, 

On the second on which the law requires 
an execution the trap.was sprung by Mr. 
Forrest Adair, and the body shot down. 

Everybody stood aghast as the body 
swayed to and fro, and the muscles sirain- 
ed and relaxed. ; 

“That's the first execution I ever saw,” 
said one of the party, “and I hope 1 will 
never see another.’’ 

A physician, who was in the crowd, made 
the execution complete by making a post- 
mortem examination and pronouncing that 
life was extinct. 

At Home to Their Friends. 

The county commissioners have arranged

He says, furtner, the 
change would save the governmeént about 
$400 per annum, and that the people would 
get the same service as heretofore. 

The people of Dahlonega evidently take 
a different view to that of Colone] Farrow, 
for the meeting held by the citizens there 
a few nights since was an interesting af- 
fair, and the postoffice department has no 
doubt received by this time the strong 
resolutions that were adopted requesting 
that the change be not made. 

The principal reasons given by the people 
of Dahlonega for not wanting the change 
is because they claim the route is longer, 
and across Yellow and Squirrel creeks. 
where there are no bridges, which will 
necessarily oftentimes cause great delay 
on account of high waters. . Then, too, they 
say the new route is partially over new and 
hilly roads, which ar? sometimes aimost 
impassable. Postmaster Farrow denies that 
this is the case, and says whoever get#the 
contract will have to earry the mails ac- 
cordingly, or else suffer the heavy fines 
imposed by the government where delays 
occur, 

The controversy is quite an interesting 
one, in which the people at both ends and 
along the line of the route are concerned, 
and the outcome of the matter will be 
awaited with much concern. The Dah- 
lonega Nugget claims that the change is 
due to an inspector who recently made a 
trip through the mountain section, and 
who, it alleges, got on a gentlemanly jag 
while on the tour of inspection. If charges 
are preferred against the fmspector, the 
matter will no doubt take on a more, Sen- 
sational turn.

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YOM KIPPUR, THE JEWISH DAY OF 
Atonement, which began at sundown Sun- 
day, ended yesterday at sundown. Appro- 
priate and solemn services were held in all 
the Jewish houses of worship and-in all the 
Synagogues the world over, for the day is 
one of the most sacred_in the Jewish cal- 
endar, its observance being universal. 

The services at the synagogue on Garnait 
street, which were a continuation of those 
held Sunday evening, began yesterday 
morning at 9 o'clock and continued 
throughout the day until sundown. The 
synagogue was crowded at all the different 
services and many who were unable to find 
seats were compelled to stand.

The memorial service for the dead held 
late yesterday afternoon was one of the 
most important parts of the day’s observ- 
ance and during the service the names of 
all the congregation who had died during 
the past year were read. A special prayer 
for the day was read by the rabbi and 
special prayers were offered by the congre- 
gation for the departed. 

The day beginning Sunday at sundown 
and ending yesterday at sundown was a 
fast day and during the twenty-four heurs 
the more devout Hebrews neither tasted 
food nor drink: In the olden times, during 
the memorial service, it was the custom for 
the members of the cOngregation to wear 
their burial robes, but of later years, 
among what is known as the reformed 
Jews, this cusiom has grown into disuse, 

The Yom Kippur services of the Aavath 
Achaim congregation held at the Lyceum 
theater yesterday were the services of the 
Orthodox. Jews. and were very interesting. 
The stage of the theater had been fitted up 
with an altar, béfore which the_priest-in- 
charge amd his assistants, who had been 
selected from the congregation. conducted 
the services. 

The altar consisted of the “Sacred Ark of 
the Covenant,” a symbol which 1s to. be 
found in all Jewish temples of worship. 
Above the ark and on tables on either 
side of the altar were countless candles 
that threw a soft light over those en the 
stage. These burning wax candies were 
emblematical of ight and hope and intens!- 
fied the deep gloom of the body of the 
house. 

The services began in the theater Sunday 
afternoon at 6 o’clock and were centinued 
yesterday morning at 9 o'clock. They 
lasted all day and ended at sundown, at 
which time the shofer, or ram’s horn, was 
blown, signifying that the Day’ of Atone- 
ment was at an end. 

The services were diviaed Into five parts 
er chapters and these continued, with 
short intervals. during the entire day. The 
members of the congregation came and 
went throughout the day and the theater 
was crowded nearly al] the time. The wo- 
men sat on one side of the house and the 
men on the other, and the majority of the 
congregation wore white shawls striped on 
the ends with black.

The room for the additional stu- 
dents was found in the Davis street and 
Marietta street schools yesterday. 

The fifth grade from the Marietta street 
school and the same grade from the Davis 
street school were combined and made one 
grade. The children we-ee placed in the 
room previously occupled by the fifth grade 
of the Marietta street school. The sixth 
grades of the two schools were combined 
and placed in tne room recently occupied 
by the sixth grade of the Davis street 
school. 

By this arrangement a vacant room was 
made in the Marietta street school and an- 
other in the Davis street school. 

The rooms will be occupied at once with 
the pupils who have not been able to 
Secure seats, and Major Slaton said yester- 
day that this gave nearly every one of the 
children in that part of the city seats in 
the school, 

This was accomplished vesterday. Major 
Slaton also bent his efforts toward remedy- 
ing as far as possible the crowded condi- 
tion in the eastern part of the city. This 
condition exists at the Boulevard street 
school and in other schools in the fourth 
ward, 

Major Slaton now wishes to rent build- 
ings in the neighborhood of Yonge street 
and Hilliard street to accommodate as 
many pupils as are not yet seated and 
commence the working of the school ma- 
chinery at once. 

Major Slaton is also busy trying to get 
all the negro children seats in the schools. 
He told the principal of the Capital City 
school yesterday that if he would find the 
buildings, the city would rent them and the 
teachers to teach the pupils would be se- 
cured at once. 

The negroes are greatly interested, and 
yesterday were trying to secure the build- 
ings. It is thought that befvre the end 
of the week all the pupils in the city who 
have been crowded out will be given seats. 
The board will thhold a meeting very soon, 
and if there are still any remaining out 
of the schools arrangements will be dis- 
cussed for them.

Traders Are Waiting and Are Realy 
To Follow a Leader. 
From The New York Financial News. 
There are three stocks in the market in 
which jarge deals have been successfully 
consummated that will add to their per- 
manent investment value, but in which the 
speculative element, that went into them 
in anticipation of what hag come about, 
are now taking profits, and until this spec- 


ulative stock is absorbed they seem likely | 


to drag. These are Tobacco, People’s Gas, 
General Electric. In the latter, it is prob- 
able that the absorption will be very fapid 
and the decline very smal], but in both To- 
bacco and People’s Gas. which have been 
very largely traded in by speculators, it 
will take more time and wider fluctuations 
te get out the speculative crowd that 
bought them lower down, who have big 
profits, and who wish to realize them. 
Meantime they are more or less of a weigh 
on the market and are in shape to be util- 
ized as hammers whenever the occasion 
may arise. 

As to the general list of active railways 
and industrials, all the conditions under 
them are healthy. Business is good and 
wil] grow better. Bank clearings show a 
small loss as compared with last week and 
with the corresponding week last year, 
but it muet not he forgotten that the re- 
stricted money supply which has been af- 
fecting Wall street cume from the absorp- 
tion of money by the treasury—that Is, 
from. a cause that affected all the business 
of the country as well as the business of 
the stock and other exchanges. Now that 
the bank reserves are growing larger, this 
week’s gain being over four millions, and 
coming from a decreased swallowing power 
on the part of the treasury, the whole 
country will feel the ease in money just 
aa it felt its tightness, and doubtless this 
will be reflected in an expansion of trade 
all over the country, to be shown by in- 
creased clearings a week hence. 

As for the stock market, it seems to re- 
semble a miniy.g camp where little is going 
on, but where everybody is watching some 
miner who is suspected of having found a 
new camp. Everybody is ready to pack up 
and trail him to the new location the mo- 
ment he moves. Naturally, he is watching 
his chance to get away without too much 
company. Any little upward move affecting 
the general list seems to bring al! hands 
inte the market en the buying side. This 
is calculated to deter the leaders and to 
turn them to specialties, the moving up of 
one thing at qa time, and thus gradually 
getting prices to a higher level before in- 
viting the crowd to the feast. In other 
words, conditions are too good for a gen- 
era! movement, as it would have toe much 
company. Special movemants aw. therefore, 
more likely to be resorted to, for the time 
being, with a good trading market of short 
and sharp fluctuations in the general list. 

In the specialties it ig the satocks which 
have movements in inception that will 
yield the big profits. When they culminate 
in success the show is over for a time. 
The stock which has such a movement in 
it of large dimensiore jis Leather preferred. 
which has had no advance, has conditions 
which permit and assure large earnings 
and has room for a very big advance on 
legitimate conditions. As the leather trade 
is beginning to show life, it is. probable 
that the stock will soon become active. 

The reports of the mercantile agencies 
are encouraging and the remarkable pos!- 
tion of the iron trade significant of the 
inevitable future of higher levels for busi- 
ness and logically for stocks and securities. 
Foreign trade reports also go to clincb 
this view.

Must Find New Use for Cotton. 


From The New York Financial\ News, 

Cotton is our one great crop from the 
soi] that fs produced in such excess as to 
swamp the world’s. markets. According 
to the report of the secretary of the New 
Orleans cotton exchange, production in 
the United States last year amounted to 
11,199,994 bales. We consumed in our north- 
ern mills 2,211,740 bales, and in those of the 
southern states 1,231,841, a total of 3,443,581 
bales and had to export or store the bal- 
ance, ’ 

The world’s cotton crop, so far as it 
comes into report, was 14,234,000 bales. and 
the world’s consumption § 11,263.000 bales, 
or about 63.000 bales more than the produc- 
tion of the United States alone, leaving a 
surplus of 3,000,000 bales to hang over and 
depress prices. 

The world in general and the United 
States in particular are growing too much 
cotton. The problem that should be given 
most serious attention is not to produce 
less, for that has been so long an appar- 
ent and hopeless need that it is useless to 
waste time on it—but to find new wuses for 
it. At present it forms, in spite-of rapidly 
growing diversified industries. the one 
great staple of the southern states and the 
magnitude of the crop is sufficient to con- 
stitute a great drag and burden on that 
part of the country. Science and practi- 
can men in the south—or elsewhere—who 
can find new uses for cotton, will deserve 
to be canonized by not only the planters 
wont by all the people of the southern 
states. ’

STRUCK DUMB 


Strange Case of Patrick Kelly, an 
Allanta Boiler Maker, 


LOST HIS SPEECH IN A SALOON 


He Wished To Be Struck Dumb if He 
Drank Avaln. 


CASE 1S PUZZLING THE PHYSICIANS 


| Kelly Went Into a Saloon Yesterday 


Afternoon—Lost the Power of 
Speech Very Suddenly—One 
of the Queerest Cases 
on Recocd.

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“IF BVER I TAKE A DRINK AGAIN,” 
said Patrick Kelly, a boiler maker, about 
three weeks ago, ‘‘I hope I shall be struck 
dumb.”’ 

Yesterday afternoon at 6 o’clock Kelly 
entered a saloon at No. 150 Decatur street 
with some friends and ordered a drink of 
“good old corn whisky.’’ 

The white liquor was poured out and 
Kelly and his friends ciinked the glasses 
as they prepared to drink to each other's 
good health. 

As soon as the whisky was swallowed 
Kelly turned away and walked to the rear 
of the saloon, One of his friends followed 
him and asked him a question. Kelly 
moved his lips, but made no reply. The 
question Was repeated, and again the lips 
moved without a sound being uttered. Seiz- 
ing a pencil and a slip of paper, Kelly 
wrote, as his hand trembled with excite- 
ment: 

“T am struck dumb.” 

He was wild with fright and sank upon a 
box in the saloon. The ambulance was 
summoned and he was taken to the hos- 
pital. 

The physicians at the hospital made an 
examination, and all they could say was: 

‘There has been some sort of paralysis 
of the tongue. The case is a strange one 
and we will have to watch it a while before 
we can say positively just what is the 
matter with the man.” 

The affair caused much talk and those 
who were aware of Kelly’s promise and his 
sudden loss of speech shook their heads 
and said: ‘It certainly looks very queer.’’ 

Kelly has been a man addicted to drink 
for a number of years. He resides on 
Foundry street and earns good wages as a 
boiler maker. Every now and then he 
would get on a spree and he has been ar- 
rested by the police on the charge of drunk- 
enness. He had many friends who thought 
much of him in spite of the fact that he 
drank at times to excess. They always 
heiped him when he was in trouble and got 
him out of the porice barracks. He gen- 
erally had the money to pay his fine when 
he was tried. 

A number of times Kelly promised his 
friends to stop drinking. it is said, and 


about three weeks ago he got on a larger 
spree than usual and a friend paid his po- 
lice coyrt fine, and then it was that Kelly 
made the vow never to take another drink. 

It is said he meant to keep his vow, and 
it was believed he would. He spoke earn- 
estly when he uttered the wish that he 
might be struck dumb if whisky passed 
his lips again, 

It is said he drank some beer last Sat- 
urday, saying he had only promised not 
to drink whisky. The step from beer to 
whisky is always short when a man lets 
the former break into his resolutions, and 


' so Kelly must have found it when he enter- 


ed the saloon on Decatur street last even- 
ing to take a drink ef whisky. 

What puzzles the physicians is that Kel- 
ly’s health seems all right and nothing se- 
rious can be found the matter with him 
except the loss of speech. He tries to talk, 
but no sound comes from his lips. It looks 
as if he frames the words with his tongue 
and no sound results. It is more a loss of 
voice than a paralysis of the tongue. He is 
simply dumb. , 

The case will be watched closely by the 
physicians and his friends.

He 
was prominently known in Virginia and 
had a wide circle of friends in Georgia, 
who will be grieved to hear of his death, 
and who extend their sympathy to Bishop 
Nelson. 

George’s 
Episcopal church, in Fredericksburg, Va., 
and the interment will be at Ivy Hill, near 
Alexandria,

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WITH THE OLD JAIL? 


Building Must Be Disposed of as Soom as 
Prisoners Are Removed. 


COMMISSIONERS WILL ACT 


Mr. Walter R. Brown Wants a school 
Established There.

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WHAT DISPOSITION WILL BE MADE 
of the old jail, is the question that is now 
before the county commissioners. Thev 
are in possession of the new jail, which is 
amply large enough to hold all the priso- 
ners that the county may have and to the 
county the old jail, they say, can be of 
no use. 

Many plans for utilizing the old build- 
ing have been advanced, but the power of 
dispocing with it remains with the comis- 
sioners, and at the next regular meeting 
it is probable the matter will be taken up. 

The building as it stands is a very sub- 
stantial one. It is large, and it is said, 
would be a very excellent place for 4 
school. Many ypeople favor having it 
torn down and the property sold as resi- 
dence lots. It is said that a movement will 
be started to.establish there an insane 


asylum. 

A gentleman is speaking of the buflé- 
ing yesterday said: 

“Fulton now pays about one-eighth of 
the money that; keeps up the insane 
system at Milledgeville. By special en- 
actment of the legislature a local act could 
be passed allowing Fulton to have the use 
of its money for the maintenance of its 
own asylum and in this way the county, 
I believe, would save money.” 

Mr. Walter R. Brown, Chairman of 
couhty commissioners, in speaking of the 
old buflding, said yesterday: 

“T believe that the best use to which the 
old jail could be placed, would be for 
school purposes. 

“It is well known that when the old jail 
was constructed that the front portion of 
the building was built for the jailer’s resi- 
dence, and was occupied by the jailer 
and his family for many years. This use 
would have been continued, doubtless, ex- 
cept that the crowded condition of the jail 
made it necessary to use the jailer’s apart- 
ments for female prisoners, or persons 
charged with small offenses, 

“As a commissioner, my judgment in- 
clines me to the opinion that the county 
should sell or rent building and grounds to 
the city of Atlanta for school purpses for 
a nominal charge. The very crowded con- 
dition of our schools appeals to the county 
board to do all in their power to grant re- 
lief. Many parents are clamoring to fur- 
nish thetr children with’ an education, 
and are being heavily taxed so to do, but 
are wnable to get them into the schools 
for the want of desk room. The needed re- 
lief can be given by making a contract 
with the city to re-arrange and remodel 
the old jail, which can be done for a very 
small sum, and make it suitable for a 

hool building. Some 400 children could 

accommodated in the building. 

“The jail building could be put in con- 
dition and school opened there. within 
sixty days,and I am sure when this avenue 
is opened to get a schoo! building the public 
will approve and demand that immediate 
action be taken. 

“It will be borne in mind that the board 
of county commissioners recently granted 
the use of the building formerly used for 
confining harmless imbeciles to the board 
of education of Fulton county, and a 
large and flourishing school has been es- 
tablished in the building at Buckhead.”
